A southern California firm specializes in the restoration and preservation of the region's architectural heritage. By Dan Cooper 


Kelly Sutherlin McLeod founded the Long 
Beach, CA, firm that bears her name in 1988. 
More recently, McLeod has achieved national 


prominence as the project architect for the exte- 
rior restoration of the Gamble House (top) in 
Pasadena, CA.

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elly Sutherlin McLeod's fascination with the Gamble House began early in her career. As 

the first female recipient of the Gamble House Scholar-in- Refa program in the early 

1980s, she had the privilege of residing in perhaps the most iconic of Charles and Henry 

Greene’s works during her senior year as an architectural student at the Unive ersity of 

Southern California. Two decades later, McLeod, who founded Kelly Sutherlin Mc Leod 
Architecture (KSMA) in 1988, received national attention for the conservation of the 1908 structure. 
Today, the National Historic [indie is the only Greene and Greene building still substantially in its 
original condition, and the only one of their homes regularly open to the public. 

"As project architect for the conservation effort, I worked closely with a collaborative team com- 
mitted to maintaining historic materials and authenticity of the Greenes’ original design," says McLeod. 
"From the rolled-eave roof and sleeping porches to the exterior shakes, beams and rafter tails, and the 
wood trim windows and screens, original materials have been carefully restored. Rather than return the 
home's exterior to its original appearance, and lose authenticity, necessary repairs were implemented 
without taking on the appearance of new construction. Great effort was made to ensure that once 
again, the Gamble House resonates with the original design vision of the architects. 

"This unique experience continues to have a profound influence on my professional focus and 
approach to practicing architecture." 

KSMA is based in a Long Beach neighborhood that appears to contain ever y possible variation of early 
to mid-20th- century architecture, arrayed as if it were a three- -dimensional textbook. “This neighbor- 
hood is referred to as the Virginia Country Club,” says McLeod. “It reflects a palette of т т styles 
truly indicative of the first half of the 20th century in southern California, from Craftsman to Period 
Revival through Moderne." On one corner sits a Greene and Greene house undergoing a full-scale exte- 
rior restoration. Just down the way is a tile-roofed Spanish Colonial with a large parabolic stucco win- 
dow arch, a period feature rar ely seen outside of Barcelona. Further along the street, Georgian Revivals 
with two-story columned fac ades aw. ait, but unlike their northern cousins, the massings of DE sse homes 
are low and wide, seeking to cool their occupants instead of conserving precious heat. 

McLeod’s success with the Gamble House has led to additional commissions involvi ing other Greene 
and Greene works, including the Reeve-Townsend House in Long Beach, where McLeod is working 
with Ted Wells of Guardian Stewardship on restoring the interior and exterior. The house was driginal- 
ly designed by the Greenes in 1903 and then relocated and expanded in 1927. The restoration of the 
house, which has been referred to by Wells as “the most complete Arts and Crafts style house designed 
by the Greenes,” presents interesting academic challenges in determining “significance” between the 
two eras of w ork executed by the brothers. 

Another Greene and Greene project on which McLeod has worked is the Tichenor House, designed 
in 1904. “We conducted extensive research and documented existing conditions prior the p: ‘oposed 
relocation of this historic landmark building,” she says. “Our proposal featured dev elopment of a mas- 
ter plan for the new site. The proposed landscaping plan included the recreation of the Greenes’ or igi- 
nal Japanese-style garden to complement and tie into the Earl Miller Japanese Garden at California 
State University, Long Beach.” 


Historical Significance 

As word spread of her aptitude with Craftsman architecture, McLeod was hired to restore and enhance 
two high profile Arts and Crafts homes in Long Beach. The Dechter residence is a stunning example of 
not only reversing decades of neglect and stylistically incorrect modifications, but also sensitively 
expanding the house in the true spirit of the original architect. “Over a period of about 60 years, this 
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Designed by Charles and Henry Greene and con- 
structed in 1908, the Gamble House is a National 
Historic Landmark renowned for its use of mate- 
rials and craftsmanship.

1913 Craftsman Style home had been badly 
altered," says McLeod. *We had the priv ilege 
of realizing the owner’s vision — returning the 
home to its true architectural heritage. 
Careful restoration and reconstruction 
included revealing the original structure, pre- 
serving the two original remaining rooms of 
the house and using original Arts and Crafts 
vocabulary to design the rest of the home. We 
used custom-designed and handcrafted wood- 
work through the home, restored the central 
staircase and open gallery on the second floor 
and reproduced hardware to match the origi- 
nal examples." As a result, the house once 
again contributes to the historic district in 
which it is located. In 2005, it was recognized 
by the Long Beach Heritage Coalition with a 
Preservation Award. 

A short walk away, McLeod reconstructed 
the missing original second-floor balcony of 
another residence with an interpretive rail 
design, taking advantage of unobstructed 
ocean views. While the majority of existing 
window openings were maintained, a single 
returning the 
existing structure, which had been subdivid- 
ed into a duplex during its early history, to a 
single-family residence. . The front door leaded 
art-glass was executed by artist Ted Ellison.

Greene and Greene and other Craftsman 
structures in need of thoughtful and sensitive 
restoration, McLeod is careful about not 
being pigeonholed as solely working within the style. Maintaining this 
same scholarly approach bey ‘ond the first decade of the 20th century, she 
has built a body of work in other historic southern Californian styles that 
range from the early 1890s through the Modernist era, each displaying the 
same attention to historic conservation and its inherent nuances. In Sierra 
Madre, CA, McLeod restored and renovated a 1920s Spanish Colonial 
Revival home, maintaining nearly all of its original architectural elements, 
with the exception of an inappropriate addition and an inadequate 
kitchen. By removing the enclosed, glassed-in modern addition, she 
revealed an original Spanish Revival-style balcony, complete with authen- 
tic wood corbels. 

Like architects of decades and centuries past, McLeod often plays a role 
in furnishing the structures she designs. To that end, she has designed a line 
of Arts and Crafts lighting and furniture. "With most residential projects 
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Greene and Greene's Reeve-Townsend House is another project where McLeod has been commissioned to 
restore the interior and exterior while preserving the original architect's intent. 


there is a need for beautiful, period-appropriate furnishings and fixtures, 
preferably custom designed and handcrafted by artisans," says McLeod. “Jill 
and Jim West of Circa 1910 Antiques and I partnered and founded MW&M 
Lighting. For decades, I have had the privilege of collaborating with talent- 
ed artisans and implementing custom designs for furnishings and fixtures 
to complement period architecture and the lifestyle needs of our clients.” 


Design Integrity 

In Piedmont, CA, McLeod was faced with the challenge of re-imagining 
one of the more mundane forms of architecture, the ranch. Comprised of 
over 4,000 sq.ft. of dark, rambling, elongated spaces, and lacking any 
architectural interest, the dwelling was constructed with mere eight-ft.-

that wrapped corners and undulating walls 
along the back side of the house were indeed 
modern by 1941 standards.” 

McLeod spent many hours designing the 
attendant grounds as well. “Exterior patios 
were maintained and expanded with new 
hardscape, maximizing the flow between inte- 
rior and exterior spaces, which are ideal for 
entertaining large gatherings,” she says. 
"There are gardens for meditation, play and 
entertaining, and I placed water features and 
sculpture throughout them." The owner's art 
collection includes installations both inside 
and out, featuring artist Mineo Mizuno's 
ceramic water-drop sculpture in a bay win- 
dow, complemented by his water-drop- 
shaped organic landscape forms. 

One of the larger projects that McLeod has 
undertaken is the master plan for the 1920s 
Harold Lloyd Greenacres Estate in Beverly 
Hills. Work by KSMA included extensive 
research, onsite documentation and analysis 
of the current conditions of the historic struc- 
tures on this legendary estate, which was 
completed in compliance with the State 
Historic Building Code and the Secretary of 
the Interior's Preservation Standards. 

McLeod prides herself on creative design 
concepts that not only address the special 
needs of historic preservation, revitalization

and renovation, but also encompass new con- 
struction and adaptive reuse projects. "I'm 
committed to architectural integrity," she 
says, "and I embrace the challenge of seeking 
harmony between the old and the new, and 
meeting the needs of my clients with creative 
and innovative design solutions. 

"Working on historically significant struc- 
tures is a delicate balancing act between con- 
servation of the original fabric, modern con- 
struction practices and the client's needs and 
budget. Historic landmarks have to remain 
vital; if not, they won't be saved. There is 
still a great need to educate the public and 
build appreciation for these irreplaceable 
treasures." mi

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The house of the future may look traditional, but its methods of construction, materials and systems 
will distinguish it from most houses built today. By Barry Katz 


have a theory about what the house of the future will look like. For 

many people, the phrase "house of the future" conjures up visions of 

The Jetsons, or of a curvilinear glass-and-concrete construction by 

John Lautner, perched on an Acapulco cliff, or the 1969 Charles 

Deaton house in Colorado, which was prominently featured in 
Woody Allen’s movie Sleeper. 

But is Modernism the future or the past? The best Modernist houses 
are, to my mind, objects of great beauty; though much as we might admire 
them on a purely aesthetic level, we don't seem to actually want to live in 
them. If we did, there would certainly be a whole lot more of them. I 
could be wrong about this, but the market is a pretty reliable indicator of 
what people like, and it's not The Jetsons. 

So what will the house of the future look like? I predict the house of the 
future will look, in a word, old. But not ersatz old. There are far too many 
poor pastiches of historic styles being slapped up today with no evident 
regard for scale, proportion or appropriate detail. Everywhere I go I see a 
disheartening number of houses that, I can only surmise, must have been 
built by someone who had never actually seen a house before, but who had 
heard one described over the telephone. 

And not functionally old either. The house of the future may look tradi- 
tional, but it will also have to serve the needs of owners who inhabit a world 
very much changed from that of their forbears. Its methods of construction, 
materials and systems will be different from most homes built today. 

What will be so different about it? It will be green. It will have to be. 
It will have to be because we can no longer ignore the strain that build- 
ings place on our environment. Homes are responsible for 2196 of 
greenhouse gas emissions in the U.S. The average new single-family 
home consumes a huge amount of lumber, much of which is wasted; the 
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amount of scrap lumber sent to landfills from the construction of six 
average homes is enough to construct one more. Water shortages are 
becoming acute around the world and yet our homes continue to con- 
sume more of it than ever. 

We can no longer build homes that squander resources and run on fuels 
that are increasingly scarce and expensive, that are poisoning the air, altering 
the climate and shifting the geopolitical balance of power in ways very much 
to our disadvantage. And we can no longer remain blithely unconcerned that 
generating the electricity our homes consume is pushing atmospheric CO, 
levels ever closer to the brink of environmental catastrophe. 


Inspired by the Past 

When I first started building spec houses almost 20 years ago, I asked 
myself what kind of house I wanted to build. I was generally appalled by 
what passed for new luxury housing in my market area. Builders were busy 
inventing something new — the McMansion — 
equivalent of fingernails scraping on a blackboard. I knew that wasn't the 
answer. And though I tried for a while, I soon discovered that the answer 


which, to me, is the visual 


didn't lie in analyzing what was wrong with those homes and trying to 
improve on them. I needed a positive role model. 

The answer, it turned out, was in plain sight. In New England, where I 
live, the woods are fairly dotted with beautiful and still highly pæd old 
houses, many more than 200 years old. The more I looked at them the 
more I liked them. Their forms were simple and honest. Their proportions 
were graceful and natural. They never seemed contrived. And they looked 
like they belonged where they were. Nothing sets off fall foliage like crisp 
white clapboard. 

I didn’t want to make slavish copies or reproductions. But these vener- 
able, elegantly simple structures spoke to me, and still do. They have much 
to is and I had much to learn. I wanted to learn their language, not by 
rote, but by internalizing the vocabulary and syntax of their architectural 
style — to become fluent in the same way one might come to speak a for- 
eign language well enough to be able to perfectly express original ideas. 

What I wanted to build, I decided, was a modern house — one that 
served the needs of a contemporary American family — expressed in a neg- 
lected but still beautiful language. Not an obscure or dead language, but 
our very own American language — unbastardized, grammatically correct 
and spoken with clear diction, organized thoughts and respect for the lis- 
tener's sensibilities. Leaning heavily on a variety of resources I sv cceeded

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(to greater or lesser degrees) in building a number of what have come to 
be termed “new old houses.” It was in many ways deeply satisfying. 

But around the turn of the millennium I began to be bothered by the 
way houses functioned — even those at the highest level of quality and 
craftsmanship. If houses, as Le Corbusier famously stated, are machines 
for living in, these пыс: have evolved at a positively glacial pace. Had 
абава Е since the first Model T Ford rolled off the assembly line, 
evolved at a ador pace, we would today be driving cars every bit as back- 


ward as the 1927 Model A. 


Building for the Future 

In December 2004 I came home from a design conference in Los Angeles 

and told my wife I was turning green. I had been listing in that direction for 

several years, but it was then that a line was crossed. From that point on I 

would only build energy-efficient, healthy, environmentally friendly homes. 
Her response was not as enthusiastic as I'd hoped. She thought it was 

too soon. "It's going to cost you more money and customers aren't going

to care," she said. But less than a year later, when I acquired a piece of land 
for my next spec project, she had detected a change in the zeitgeist. “You 
know,” she said, “I think it has gotten to the point where if you don't do 
this customers are going to start asking, ‘why not?" 

Flying into Los Angeles for that conference, what I saw below me was 
distinctly non-angelic — a tangle of multi-lane highways, each jam-packed 
with cars. With fascination and growing alarm, I w atched unending lines of 
white headlights and red tail lights stretching away into the distance as far 
as I could see and thought, “How can there possibly be enough oil in the 
world to fuel all this? And for how much longer?" 

On the last day of the conference, the final presenter concluded his 
remarks by saying, “We have got to start telling our clients that it's insane 
to keep building houses that burn enormous amounts of oil when in 25 
years there isn't going to be any more frigging oil! And,” he pointedly told 
the audience, “you cannot drive up to that meeting in a big honking SUV 
that gets 12 miles to the gallon.” 

The day after I got home, I put down a deposit on a hybrid. 


The home’s traditional exterior gives passersby no hint that beyond its Palladian entry lives a high-performance green home built for the 21st century. 
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The Green House 


A green house is in many ways similar to a 
hybrid car; it combines multiple strategies that 
add up to big savings and low emissions. And, 
like a hybrid car, a green home will perform 
all the functions you would expect from a con- 
ventional model, only better. Unlike hybrid 
cars though, green homes are now frequently 
referred to as high-performance homes. 

As | sat at my drawing board to start 
designing what would be the first true high- 
performance, luxury spec house in Westport, 
CT — and possibly in Fairfield County — I was 
determined not to abandon my passion for 
the houses of the past. The vast majority of 
green homes published in books and maga- 
zines appear unconventional in one way or 
another. This has led to a popular misconcep- 
tion about what green looks like. 

I wanted to change that. I wanted to build 
a true 21st-century house that was nonethe- 
less entirely in the tradition of the Classically 
infused New England Colonials that had 
become my models. But while nothing in its 
appearance would tip off passersby, every 
part of the house would be re-thought. I 
began to conceive of it as a stealth house. 
Without appearing to do so, it would con- 
serve natural resources like timber and water, 
slash energy consumption, reduce green- 
house-gas emissions, and provide a healthier, 
more comfortable living environment. 

At the outset, I wanted to divert as much 
debris as possible from landfills. So the small 
split-level house that had sat on the property 
since 1960 was largely deconstructed prior to 
demolition. Its windows, doors, hardwood 
flooring, cabinets, appliances, plumbing fix- 
tures, copper tubing and more were given 
away and found new life in other buildings. 

Working from the ground up, I next con- 
sidered the foundation. Concrete production 
is responsible for 1096 of greenhouse gasses, 
so instead of poured concrete I settled on an 
engineered, pre-cast foundation system made 
by Superior Walls. It uses a fraction as much 
concrete, yet is structurally sound, naturally 
waterproof and fully insulated. 

Next on the list was lumber. The average 
new home consumes two to three acres of 
forest, and we build a million new homes per 
year in this country. Do the math and you will 
understand why things need to change. Much 
of the home's structure employs engineered 
lumber made from small diameter, fast-grow- 
ing trees and wood scrap, reducing the strain 
on old-growth forests. 

The hardwood floors are made from bam- 
boo, a rapidly renewable resource that is both beautiful and three times as 
hard as oak. Much of the bamboo flooring on the market has a character- 
istic look that is not in keeping with the spirit of traditional interiors. But 
a new type, which I saw for the first time at the 2006 GreenBuild Expo, 
has a much more natural appearance. This "strand-woven" bamboo, as it is 
called, is made by shredding the stalks and reassembling the fibers into 
boards that are milled like any other hardwood flooring. 

For purists, an alternate — but also very green — flooring choice is 
reclaimed lumber, now available in a wide variety of sizes and species. 
Another attractive, rapidly renewable flooring option is cork, which I 
installed in the mudroom with a non-toxic adhesive. Made from scraps left 
over from the production of wine-bottle stoppers, cork has been used for 
flooring since the 19th century. It's easy to care for, comfortable to walk 
on and extremely durable. 

To maximize energy efficiency, the home's shell is designed to mini- 
mize heat loss. Most heat is lost through convection — air flowing through 
small gaps in the home's thermal envelope. The average home insulated 
with fiberglass batts has enough small gaps in its insulation to add up to 
the equivalent of leaving one window open all the time. To combat this, I 
chose BioBased sprayed-foam insulation (made from soybeans), which 
provides high R-values and ensures a virtually airtight enclosure. The insu- 
lated. glass in the high-performance Marvin windows and doors is filled 
with argon, a dense gas that slows heat transfer, and the glass has an invis- 
ible low-E metallic coating that deflects excess heat in the summer and 
reflects heat back into the house in the winter. 

To help reduce the cooling load, I selected asphalt shingles coated with 
special 3M granules that deflect solar radiation and easily release absorbed 
heat. (Asphalt is not especially environmentally friendly, but choosing a 
product with a 40-year life expectancy helps reduce the strain.) 

Standard incandescent bulbs convert just 5% of the electricity they con- 
sume into light. The other 9596 is wasted in the form of heat, increasing

cooling loads. All the lighting in the house comes from compact fluorescent 
light bulbs (CFLs) that use 75% less energy than standard incandescent 
bulbs, burn cooler and last several times longer. Many people dislike the 
cool bluish cast usually associated with fluorescent lighting, but choosing 
CFLs with a color temperature of 2700k provides soft, warm light, indis- 
tinguishable from standard bulbs. 

All those CFLs won't get used much during the day though, because the 
house was designed and sited to capture the maximum amount of natural 
light. Large, south-facing expanses of glass are shaded in the summer by a 
stand of mature deciduous trees and admit full sunlight in the winter. Every 
important space has light entering from at least two, and in some cases 
three or even four, sides. Even on a cloudy day, it's bright inside. 

Energy Star-rated appliances, such as the Thermador Freedom 
Collection refrigerator and freezer, consume a lot less electricity than 
comparable unrated models. We've all been reading about water shortages 


lately. In this house, dual-flush toilets will save thousands of gallons of 


water per year, as will the efficient Whirlpool washing machine and Bosch 


dishwashers, all carrying the Energy Star label. 

In most homes, we have to wait up to several minutes for water from 
the tap or showerhead to get hot, sending tens of thousands of gallons 
down the drain every year. I equipped this house with an on-demand hot 
water recirculating system by Metlund Systems. When anyone enters a 
bathroom, a motion sensor in the ceiling activates a small pump that pro- 
vides virtually no-wait hot water as needed while saving a considerable 
amount of energy. Continuously operating recirculating loops requires 
running an electric pump constantly as well as keeping the water in the 
line hot all day long. 

Heating and air conditioning are provided by geothermal heat pumps 
that burn no fossil fuel, emit no CO,, and keep the house comfortable 
year-round for a fraction of the energy costs of conventional systems. 
Water circulating through a 1,000-ft.-deep well in the backyard transfers 
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the earth's heat into the house in the winter. In the summer, the system runs 
in reverse, extracting heat from the house and putting it back in the ground. 
As a bonus, geothermal systems require no outdoor compressors, eliminat- 
ing an eyesore we have come to accept as inevitable in a green home. 

Ventilation is crucial in tightly sealed homes, so energy recovery venti- 
lators (ERVs) provide eight complete air changes daily. ERVs extract ther- 
mal energy from the exhaust air and use it to precondition the fresh air as 
it is drawn into the house. In other words, they replace the air but con- 
serve the energy that went into heating or cooling it. Simultaneously, high 
efficiency electrostatic air cleaners remove airborne allergens like dust, 
pollen and mold spores, and even most bacteria and viruses, ensuring pris- 
tine indoor air quality. 

To further ensure a healthy living environment, I banished potential 
sources of toxic off-gassing; all paints and finishes in the house contain 
zero VOCs (volatile organic compounds) and the cabinets and millwork 
are made from formaldehyde-free plywood. To prevent the migration of 
automotive fumes into living spaces, the garage is all but a separate struc- 
ture, connected to the house only by a small, tightly sealed vestibule. 
Treating the three-car garage as a separate structure has another, purely 
aesthetic, advantage — it helps break down the scale of the house. Rather

than presenting the unwelcome specter of an oversized garage, the 
impression is of a small, picturesque barn. 

Building a house like this on spec took a leap of faith, but that faith has been 
rewarded; most recently it was recognized by the Home Builders Association 
of Connecticut with the 2007 HOBI award for Best Green House. 

There is no longer any reason to sacrifice environmental concerns in 
the name of historical integrity. And having started down this path, I can 
see that there's no turning back. Once you know how to build a house that 
consumes less energy and fewer natural resources, pollutes less, and is 
safer, healthier, more comfortable and more economical to live in, it 
would seem almost criminal to do it any other way. Ш

]e aming Green 


Design Charrettes for Sustainable Communities

Communities takes the form, quite deliberately, of a 

self-help book. This is not intended for urban planners 
with low self esteem — a deservedly common breed, I sus- 
pect — but for cities themselves. The pathological condition 
Condon describes is the post-1950 decline of urban and sub- 
urban environments into a state of un-sustainability and the 
treatment the book proposes centers around the design 
charrette. 

Condon, a professor at the University of British 
Columbia’s School of Architecture and Landscape 
Architecture and a senior researcher at that university’s 
Design Center for Sustainable Communities, defines “char- 
rette” simply: “a time-limited, multiparty design event organ- 
ized to generate a collaboratively produced plan for a sustainable communi- 
ty.” While this sounds relatively straightforward, there is a radical aspect to 
the charrette, namely the shift away from the single designer with the single 
solution and toward collaborative and interdisciplinary design activity. 

In the book’s first chapter, Condon turns to an unusual source — E.F. 
Schumacher’s writing on convergent and divergent problems — to flesh 
out this shift and its importance. Schumacher describes convergent prob- 
lems as those where attempts at solutions converge on one single answer. 
He uses as an example the development of the bicycle. The “problem” was 
the need for an efficient, human-powered vehicle and the solution was 
and is the design of the bicycle. While refinements have been made to the 
basic design and new materials have been incorporated into the manu- 
facturing process, the fundamental answer to the problem has remained 
quite constant. Divergent problems, on the other hand, are ones that do 
not converge on a single solution. Schumacher’s example of this type is 
the problem of education, which he frames in terms of the poles of dis- 
cipline and freedom. The merits of these approaches have been discussed 
for millennia, yet there has been no convergence on either as the solu- 
tion. Schumacher argues that this divergent problem may be transcend- 
ed rather than solved. This involves what he terms a “higher order”: that 
of love, care and compassion. 
You may have love and disci- 
pline or love and freedom, 
but you must always have 
love, he argues. 

While this thinking seems 
far removed from urban 
growth boundaries and traffic 
patterns, it is at the core of 
Condon's argument for the 
effectiveness of the charrette 
process. Sustainability at the 
level of community is a diver- 
gent problem, he argues, and 
the charrette is the means by 
which “contradictions can be 
resolved not by proofs, but 
by empathy, intuition, under- 
standing, and compassion." 
The design produced by the 
charrette will embody these 
qualities. Some may balk at 
this language, but they must 
surely appreciate the author's 
understanding of the practice 
of urban design as more than 
the simple solution for tech- 
nical problems. Professional 
designers and planners must 
also appreciate the powerful 
argument for the breakdown 
of boundaries between designer, 


client and builder.

Rule Five of the book’s nine rules for a good charrette is simply: “Talk, Doodle, Draw.” Diagrams 
such as this allow ideas, however nascent, to be grounded without being caught up in the con- 
straints of the site. Condon consistently emphasizes the importance of the visual in conveying 
ideas to a multidisciplinary group. 


The heart of Condon’s book is the central set of chapters that deal with 
how a successful charrette is to be planned and executed. He first distin- 
guishes between a visioning charrette (speculative planning) and an imple- 
mentation charrette (producing implementable plans), then goes on to 
discuss the design brief for each of these types. Condon’s practical expe- 
rience is then distilled into “nine rules for a good charrette.” These are: 
design with everyone; start with a blank sheet; build from the policy base; 
provide just enough information; talk, doodle, draw; charrettes are jazz, 
not classical; lead without leading; move in, move out, move across; and 
the drawing is a contract. Descriptions of, and advice on, setting up and 
carrying out workshops and then the charrette itself are given in later 
chapters. These are followed by a chapter on the post-charrette phase. 

Two case studies end the book, one of each type. The first is an imple- 
mentation charrette for a greenfield project in British Columbia. The 
second is a visioning charrette for a very large area outside Portland, 
OR. Each presented unforeseen challenges and had unexpected out- 
comes and one central lesson seemed to come from both case studies: 
this kind of multi-party design activity is messy and political. Condon’s 
advice for facilitators is to embrace rather than fight against the diversi- 
ty of ideas that can come up in workshops and charrettes. 

Perhaps the most com- 
pelling argument of all in 
Condon’s book is some- 
what hidden and appears in 
its preface. Here the author 
gives a compelling descrip- 
tion of the decline into 
unsustainable incoherence 
of post-1950s planning. In 
comparing earlier planning 
with this later period, 
Condon remarks on the 
coherence and sustainabili- 
ty of traditional urban pat- 
terns. In tradition, he 
implies, lies the key to true 
sustainability. This is not a 
nostalgia for the return to 
a simpler way of life, but 
part of a larger case for 
working at the smallest 
scales to overcome global 
challenges — at the level of 
individual sites and neigh- 
borhoods — and to synthe- 
size these elements into a 
functional and sustainable 
whole at the level of the 
city. For this, the lessons of 
the past and the established 
patterns of urban life can 
be our guides. ш

Changing Scene at the Waterfront

ho doesn't love Seaside, the 26-year-old resort 

on the Florida Panhandle? The world's first 

major New Urbanist development, it proved 
that tight street grids and limited materials palettes could 
make money for owners, and accommodate architectural 
modes as disparate as ginger-breaded cottages, Modernist 
stucco shoeboxes, and corrugated-metal faux shanties 
designed in homage to hippie communities. 

There are a few people who haven't loved it, or at least 
have misunderstood its sources and influence. According 
to sprawl-hating journalist James Howard Kunstler, 
Seaside's foes and under-estimators over the years have 
included "pretty cretinous" magazine writers plus "the 
‘cutting-edgista’ architects [who] denounced it for being nostalgic, that is, 
for attempting to make people feel comfortable in their surroundings 
instead of fibrillating with anxiety. It was sneered at as ‘elitist’ by the polit- 
ical progressives who send their kids to private boarding schools and vaca- 
tion on Martha’s Vineyard.” 

Kunstler’s entertaining rant is a highlight of this perplexing collection 
of essays about Seaside’s evolving image and reality. None of the brief 
introductory texts quite explain how Rizzoli (with the Seaside Institute, a 
nonprofit that offers symposia, classes, and other programs fostering New 
Urbanism) chose the three dozen authors. Architects dominate the pack, 
including the site’s master planners, Andrés Duany and Elizabeth Plater- 
Zyberk, as well as designers who have frequently built there (Alexander 
Gorlin, Braulio Casas) and some big-name fans who seem to have only 
occasionally dropped by (Jaquelin T. Robertson, Stefanos Polyzoides). The 
book also includes the opinions of developers — Seaside’s own Robert 
Davis, plus Peter S. Rummell, a mastermind of Disney's Celebration and 
Seaside's compatible neighbor, WaterColor — and an assortment of loving 
homeowners, environmentalists and pro-New Urbanist politicians (The 
Prince of Wales; Charleston, SC, mayor Joseph Riley; and Milwaukee, WI, 
ex-mayor John Norquist). 

None of the *commentaries and observations" run longer than a few 
paragraphs. In some cases the author bio, listing prizes won and offices 
held, is practically longer than the thoughts about Seaside. (The captions 
on the full-bleed photos are equally laconic, often just noting names of 
architects and streets.) Despite the essays’ brevity and diversity of 
authors, the content can be repetitive and obvious. Contributor after con- 
tributor praises Davis' courage and humanism, Duany and Plater-Zyberk's 
foresight, and the charm of Seaside's beach pavilions and mom-and-pop 
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In the 1998 hit film The Truman Show, the title character lives in this pastel gabled cottage designed by 
Don Cooper, a frequent contributor to the Seaside skyline. 


stores. At least one entire sentence — "Seaside's place in history is secure" 
— recurs in two different essays, just three pages apart. 

There are some buried gems of insight and advice that might be worth 
your investment. Many authors are blunt about Seaside's most glaring fault: 
its real-estate prices. "Too bad for affordability,” Duany himself laments, and 
urban-planning historian Emily Talen describes the downtown as “awash 
with rich white people browsing in pet boutiques and sipping lattés." 

The book reveals controversies over the resort's carbon footprint, too: 
“Everybody who works in Seaside still has to drive for miles," notes San 
Francisco-based architect Daniel Solomon. Duany counters, however, that 
long before LEED credits were available, the master plan protected the 
dunes and channeled breezes inland. Low-thirst scrub oaks shade streets 
paved with permeable gravel and beveled bricks. Porches and eaves facili- 
tate cross-ventilation, and metal roofs reflect heat. But as green-architec- 
ture specialist Douglas Farr points out, the prevalent wood sidings 
"require complete repainting every five to seven years to survive the salt 
spray.” Also vulnerable to sea air are the metal air-conditioner condenser 
boxes, which are *shoehorned in the slots between buildings" and emit so 
much noise and heat that their spring awakening "triggers the sound of 
slamming windows" across Seaside. 

The book allows for some point-counterpoint about aesthetics as well. 
Is WaterColor just one of Seaside’s “lifeless imitators,” as architect Walter 
Chatham opines, or should it, as architect Robert Orr insists, “Бе recog- 
nized for its consistently pleasing aura," Seaside-inspired high standards of 
craftsmanship, "sensible proportion" and "fluent detailing that welcomes 
our visual discourse"? 

Let's not dwell too much on how much more interesting this book 
could have been if the puffery had been cut and informed skeptics given 
more room. Seaside will no 
doubt have 
anniversaries and occasions 


many, more 
for books. In a decade or so, 
restorers will likely have tales 
to tell of dealing with unwise 
or sturdy original construc- 
tion techniques. Business 
owners in the now-expand- 
ing Central Square will be 
able to evaluate the com-

Designing Chicago

n an introductory essay to his book Great Houses of Chicago, 

1871-1921, co-author Stuart Cohen offers a bit of standard 

wisdom: "Late-19th- and early-20th-century Chicago 
architecture is renowned for the development of the sky- 
scraper and, in residential architecture, of the Prairie School. 
The former put forward the expression of frame construction 
as a new aesthetic and the latter, the development of new ideas 
about interior space and its visual connection to the outside. 
Both became cornerstones for the development of 20th-cen- 
tury modern architecture." However, the book he has written 
with Susan Benjamin covers the above-mentioned timeframe 
and yet is about neither skyscrapers nor Prairie-style houses.

Why? “These two progressive approaches seem to have little 
to do with the history of the great city houses built in Chicago 
between the 1870s and the 1920s,” they write, “as these were 
designed in traditional architectural styles based on historical 
forms and details.” Hence, a book devoted to the golden age 
of great house design in one of America’s great cities — more 
than 30 classic buildings are examined in loving detail, with an 
impressive array of period photographs, both interior and 
exterior, bringing to life this dynamic period in urban architecture. 

By 1871, Chicago was home to well over 100,000 people. It had 
ascended rapidly since its formal incorporation as a town (population 350) 
in 1833. During Chicago’s first decades, beautiful work was achieved in 
house design and construction, especially in the Greek Revival and 
Italianate styles, as is noted in Benjamin’s introductory essay. But on the 
night of October 8, 1871, a fire erupted near DeKoven Street and raged 
in the city until the evening of the October 10th. In about 48 hours, more 
than three square miles of the city were incinerated and some 300 people 
were killed; another 90,000 people — the bulk of the city’s population — 
were left homeless. Most of Chicago’s buildings had been made of wood, 
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Great Houses of Chicago, 1871-1921 ON 
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The John Jacob Glessner House in Chicago is a masterpiece of the Romanesque Revival style; it 
was designed by no less a master than H.H. Richardson himself. Completed in 1887, not long 
after the architect's death, the house has a relatively simple facade, shown here, which looks 
onto Prairie Avenue; its openings are arranged in vertical symmetries that subdivide the facade 
into two parts. The L-shaped, 35-room house has a courtyard punctuated by repetitive vertical- 
slot windows, resembling a medieval fort; similar windows are found on the house's 18th Street 
elevation, partially visible at right. 


and the fire marked a savage turning point in the development of the city's 
architecture. “Thereafter,” Cohen notes, “houses within the city limits 
were required to be of fireproof construction. Expensive houses were 
built of stone, banishing wood houses in the Victorian-era Queen Anne 
style and its shingled derivatives to the suburbs." 

In the years immediately after the fire, house design in Chicago was 
mostly French-influenced — *characterized by mansard roofs, projecting 
bays that were usually flat rather than angled, and ubiquitous corner tow- 
ers, even when a house wasn't built on a corner." Yes, during the 1870s 
and '80s there were also brick Georgian houses and Tudors of brick and 
stone springing up alongside the French-style houses clad in limestone. 
What transformed the city's architectural identity, however, was the 
Romanesque Revival style of H.H. Richardson. 

“Why did it persist in Chicago long after it fell out of fashion else- 
where?" asks Cohen. “Why did it influence Chicago's residential and civic 
architecture so strongly?" It's a fundamental question for this study. Why 
indeed should Richardson's medieval-inspired Romanesque Revival build- 
ings — with their heavy massings, varied rustication and reliance on arch- 
es and towers and columns — strike such a deep chord in the Windy City? 
Cohen argues that this style was embraced because of its "simplicity" and 
"appearance of structural honesty" He observes that *in the 1880s and 
'90s the style was modern, and it differed markedly from the eclectic 
styles that preceded it” The writer would also submit that, beyond their 
obvious resistance to fire, those massive houses also literalized a spirit of 
solidity and permanence, which had to have made them a healing presence 
for a deeply traumatized populace. 

Then again, half the houses examined in depth in Great Houses of Chicago, 
1871-1921, no longer stand, so who's to say what's solid and permanent and 
what is not? But because half of its houses do still stand, Benjamin and 
Cohen’s handsome book is not only a first-rate blend of architectural histo- 
ry, interior-design documentation, and evocative Americana, it’s also a 
must-have travel guide for anyone who wants to see great American archi- 
tecture. All the classics are here — the Chicago Archbishop’s House, 
Richardson’s Glessner House, Frank Lloyd Wright’s Robie House, Wright 
and Louis Sullivan’s Charnley House — as well as such under-celebrated 

ems as the Bryan Lathrop House, a Georgian Revival (rare for Chicago) by 
famed East Coast architect Charles McKim, or the elegant small Prairie 
house designed by George Maher for Ernest J. Magerstadt. ш 


One of the milestones of American architecture is Chicago’s James Charnley 
House, designed by Louis Sullivan together with Frank Lloyd Wright, and com- 
pleted in 1892. А three-story structure typified by the exterior’s simple geometry 
and palazzo-like character, the house boasts some surprises within, starting with 
a main stair that is completely separated from the stair hall at each level. At the 
side of the stair on the second hall, a screen of wood has been set in place (visible 
at center), which separates the stair run from the open space and defines a 
rectangular volume of space ending at the third-floor skylight (visible at top). 
Authors Susan Benjamin and Stuart Cohen regard this innovation as “a fore- 
runner of the complex spaces Wright would later develop.”

Scorecards and Historic Buildings

e seem to need scorecards, and not just in schools or in 

sports. We compulsively turn to rating systems for every- 

thing from movies to cars to restaurants to internet 

matchmaking services. Consumers Digest exists for the sole 
purpose of rating products and David Letterman has made his career cre- 
ating top ten lists. 

So I suppose it is inevitable that rating systems have been developed for 
buildings, to help us make the *build it/save it/alter it/ get rid of it" deci- 
sions. But the development of these systems has evolved much differently 
in the U.S. than in Great Britain. In Great Britain, rating systems have been 
developed to evaluate buildings for their contribution to sustainable devel- 
opment; in the U.S. the rating systems focus exclusively on green build- 
ings. In the U.S., many so-called "green architects," environmentalists and 
manufacturers of green gizmos would have you believe that sustainable 
development and green buildings are one in the same. They are not! 

Environmental responsibility is certainly an important piece of the sus- 
tainable development equation, but it is far from the sole component. 
That is widely recognized in much of the rest of the world. In the Scottish 
Sustainable Communities Initiative, for example, a base principle is estab- 
lished for "shaping future development which should be, not only envi- 
ronmentally, but also economically and socially sustainable.” There is little 
such understanding in the U.S. For example, the Environmental 
Protection Agency issued their five-year strategic plan, complete with 
goals, objectives and standards of measurement — 188 fact-filled pages. 
But the phrase "sustainable development" doesn't even merit mentioning. 

This myopic view of sustainability subsequently manifests itself in the

and green buildings are one in the same. They are not! 


scoring systems. In the U.S. we have the U.S. Green Building Council 
(USGBC), whose major accomplishment has been the creation of check- 
lists to determine if a building should get a gold, silver or platinum star 
over the door. This is LEED — an acronym for Leadership in Energy and 
Environmental Design. There are actually several different LEED check- 
lists — one for new construction, one for operation and maintenance of 
existing buildings, one for schools, etc. And there is one for homes. But as 
it is designed exclusively for new construction, you can get points for dual 
flush toilets, not having HVAC in the garage and harvesting rainwater, but 
not a single point for being an historic house — the ultimate in recycling. 

USGBC says it is trying to move beyond narrowly defined environ- 
mental criteria, as evidenced by its most recent checklist — LEED for 
Neighborhood Development. In this version, reusing an historic building 
garners you one whole point — out of 106. 

Contrast this narrow perspective with a scoring system developed in 
Great Britain and found in the excellent publication Building Sustainability 
in the Balance. This approach uses the "triple bottom line" understanding 
of sustainable development, which certainly recognizes environmental 
responsibility, but also economic responsibility and social responsibility. 
Thus the building-level analysis is much more balanced and comprehen- 
sive than any of the LEED approaches. And it applies equally well to exist- 
ing buildings as to proposed new buildings. 

The "green building" attributes certainly get credit, with points award- 
ed for meeting environmental standards, for energy consumption, for 
environmental quality and for technological adaptability. 

Within the environmental element of the sustainable-development 
analysis, points are also awarded for embodied energy. Embodied energy 
is defined as “the total expenditure of energy involved in the creation of 
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the building and its constituent materials.” The developers of this system 
point out that embodied energy represents the energy that would be wasted 
in discarding a building or creating a replacement. They further caution 
that “Ignoring this aspect in rating systems. ..can lead to the promotion of 
systems which actually increase the total energy dedicated to the building” 
That is exactly what is happening in the U.S. today, as embodied energy is 
not part of the calculations in any of the LEED scoring systems. 

But in the British approach, balanced with the environmental character- 
istics section are additional scoring components that consider economic and 
social factors. Among the economic measurements are building efficiency, 
maintenance of the fabric and economic return. There is also, appropri- 
ately, consideration given to the functional adaptability of the structure. 
In the social responsibility category are such considerations as “cultural 
importance,” “cultural adaptability” and “Jovability.” None of the LEED 
checklists include any of these attributes. 

Further, this comprehensive approach measures both the interests of 
internal stakeholders and the external perspective. Internal stakeholders 
include the developers, owners and occupants of the building itself. 
External stakeholders include adjacent property owners, transportation 
planners, local government and the broader community. This approach 
overcomes the lot-line myopia that the only ones affected by real-estate 
decisions are those within the property boundaries. The British system 
tries to balance the interests of the building owner and the interests of the 
community. LEED tries to balance the interests of the manufacturers of 
waterless toilets with the interests of solar cell salesmen. 

While the British approach doesn't ensure that every historic building is 
preserved (nor should it), at least the contributions 
of heritage structures to comprehensive sustainable 
development are accounted for. But the acknowl- 
edgement of that contribution isn't limited to the 
historic buildings themselves. The Scottish initiative 
makes a commitment to "creating an enduring lega- 
cy of high quality, distinctive new development 
which meets people's needs and aspirations today 
(and) protects and enhances the unique natural and 
built heritage.” The number of times that heritage 
resources are mentioned in the EPA Strategic Plan? 
That would be zero. 

Now cities all over the country are adopting their own "green" policy 
initiatives. But modeled on the EPA and LEED, they are almost exclu- 
sively focused on green building technologies. Santa Fe, NM, certainly 
one of the most historic cities in America, recently adopted its own 
"Sustainable Santa Fe" document with plenty of discussion of solar panels 
and nothing whatsoever about historic preservation. 

It would be one thing if the whole LEED approach were at least neu- 
tral toward historic buildings. But in recent months in both Indianapolis, 
IN, and Lexington, KY, prospective LEED certification has been used as 
the justification for demolishing historic buildings. The most common 
definition of sustainable development is *The ability to meet our own 
needs without prejudicing the ability of future generations to meet their 
own needs." But the needs that are met — environmentally, economically, 
and socially — by historic buildings can never be available for future gen- 
erations if they are demolished by this generation. 

I outgrew the need for a gold star when I finished taking spelling tests 
in the fourth grade. But for those who still need them, IIl give you a giant 
one — in any color or precious mineral you choose. Get the EPA, the 
USGBC and the "green architects" to understand that there is far more to 
sustainable development than green buildings. The rest of the world 
seems to understand that. Why don't we? m
